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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To provide a gas burner in which the flame hole plate is hard 
to be broken and falling objects are hard to accumulate by forming the 
fixing section and pressing fixture of the flame hole plate in an inclined 
shape and fixing them. 

CONSTITUTION: A receiving section 4 is installed on the 
circumferential brim of the open port section 3 at the upper section of a 
mixing chamber 2, and a sealing material 5 fits in the receiving section 4. A 
flame hole plate 6 is placed on the receiving section 4, and the fixing section 
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7 of its upper face end section is cut obliquely to give it an inclined shape. A 
pressing fixture 8 has its pressing section formed in an inclined shape 
similar to that of the fixing plate 7 of the flame hole plate 6 and the flame 
hole plate 6 is pressed and fixed to the receiving section 4 of the burner 
main body 1 by a small machine screws 9. Accordingly when the flame hole 
plate 6 is fixed, the pressing force is dispersed and it is possible to prevent 
the breakage due to over- tightening. And, since the end section of the flame 
hole plate 6 has an oblique face, falling objects do not stay there so that its 
durability is improved and at the same time good combustion can be held for 
long. 
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
